The boost In number of women 


expected In professional careers 
Is an Indication that the onward 
push of the distaff side into prov­ 
inces formerly held exclusively by 
m ales will continue. In fact, 
it 


portends the trend with increase in 
tempo. 
Clerical, the least of the m ajor 
three increases, prediction for wom­ 
en employes is a field where they 
have long had a m ajority of those 
employed and would seem to suggest 
m ore clerical work to be done. 
Women have been entering the 
labor force in increasing number for 
som e years. Between 19 40 and 19 6 0 
the 
numlier 
of 
fem ales 
gainfully 
employed in Illinois went up 58 per 
cent. 


This Is below the national aver­ 
age which w as Increased during 
the 20 year period of 74 per cent. 
Another change noted in the em ­ 
ployment of women has been the 
age of the worker. 
In 19 40, 27 per cent of working 
women were over 14 years of age. 
By 
I9 6 0, 
the 
percentage 
had 
in­ 
creased lo 36 . The change is greater 
for older women. In 19 40, 6 1 per 
cent of women working were under 
35 years of age. In 19 6 0. only 37 per 
cent of the 1.3 million employed 
women in Illinois were under 35 
y ears of age. 
At the beginning of this decade, 
about 46 per cent of Illinois working 
women were between the ages of 35 
and 54 and 17 per cent were more 
than 55 years of age. 
Six industry groups account for 
RO per cent of employed women In 
Illinois. They are: manufacturing, 
25 per cent; retail trade, 19 per 
cent; service 17 per rent: educa­ 
tion, 9 per cent, and hospitals, 6 
per cent. 
One drastic change, not relation 
to fem ale employes, is a predicted 
decrease of farm ers and farm labor 
prs of 30 per cent between 19 6 0 and 


19 70.

be U N. Secretary-General U Thant. 
He has been invited to fly to Moscow 
to witness the signing. 
The 
cerem onies 
in 
the 
Grand 
Kremlin Palace will be broadcast 
over a Soviet-bloc television hookup 
and to Western Europe. They will be 
followed by a lavish reception in the 
Kremlin at which Khrushchev is ex­ 
pected to preside. 
Rusk and Home are expected to 
m eet with Khrushchev for talks on 
future steps in relaxing coldwar ten­ 
sions after the signing. 
Rusk, as the first American secre­ 
tary of state to visit Moscow since 
the late George C. Marshall was 
here in 19 47, has been invited to stay 
on for a few days as Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko’s guest. 
Khrushchev w as reported to be

to invite

wife to visit the prem ier’s Black Sea 
vacation home.

WASHINGTON ifl - Secretary of 
State 
Dean 
Rusk 
winged 
toward 
Moscow today to sign a nuclear test- 
ban treaty and to try to learn if “ it 
will prove to be the first of a series 
of steps leading toward peace.” 


Before leading a 12-man Ameri­ 
can delegation aboard the Russia- 
bound military jet airliner Friday 
night, Rusk told newsmen at An­ 
drews Air Force Base, Md.: “ This 
treaty Is an important one. We 
hope it will prove to be the first of 
a series of steps leading toward 
peace. But that we cannot tell for 
certain. There’s much unfinished 
business ahead of us. Perhaps dur­ 
ing this visit we shall find out. 
We hope so.” 


Rusk expects to find it out in talks 
with Prem ier Khrushchev and other 
Soviet officials after the ceremonial 
signing of the treaty Monday. 
While 
the 
test-ban 
negotiations 
were still under way in Moscow, 
Khrushchev 
proposed 
other 
steps 
for easing East-West tensions. 
Rusk hopes the Russians will spell 
out precisely what Khrushchev had 
in mind in his suggestions for a non­ 
aggression pact, stationing of inspec­ 
tors on each side of the Iron Curtain 
to prevent a sneak attack, freezing 


or reducing military budgets, and re 
ducing forces in Germany. 
Accompanying Rusk to the treaty 
ceremony were half a dozen sena­ 
tors—four Dem ocrats and two Re­ 
publicans. Rusk noted it will be up 
to the Senate lo ratify the Ameri­ 
can, British and Soviet agreement 
to ban all nuclear tests except those 
underground. 
Democratic 
supporters 
of 
the 
treaty Friday voiced their belief that 
the forthcoming Senate hearings will 
clear away most Republican doubts 
about the wisdom of ratifying it. 
After a meeting of Senate and 
House Republicans, GGP leaders said 
the treaty would be in the interest of 
all Americans only if it can be had 
without endangering our safety or 
security.” 


Member of Famous Flying 
Family Killed in Crash

man biplane when it plunged into 
a field about eight m iles south of 
G reater Rockford Airport.

39 , of Em erson, N. J., 
identfied as a flight instructor for 
Pan American Airways.

Ind. Roily was a 19 57 graduate of 
Wethersfield High School in Ke­ 
wanee. 


Duane Cole placed first in the 
EAA’s national aerobatic champion­ 


ships at Phoenix, Ariz., last year 
Roily placed third.

Command portion of the dem ilita­ 
rized zone at 4:30 a rn. today and 
fresh firing had broken out between 
American and Communist troops. 
Cloud said the clash had taken 
place about 500 yards south of the

Eclipses 
hav p 
rev ealed 
many 
facts they might nev er otherwise 
hav e learned becau se the su n ordi­ 
narily is su ch a blinding light. The 
eclipse of Ju ly 20—partially v isible 
to millions of A m ericans—is ex ­ 
pected to add significantly to the 
lore. 


From past eclipses, Dr. Thomas D. 
Nicholson of the Hay den Planetariu m 
in New York points ou t, scientists 
learned the su n has an atm osphere 
or corona millions of degrees hot, 
reaching millions of miles into space. 


Eclipse stu dies showed there was 
heliu m on the su n, before that chem ­ 
ical elem ent was identified on the 
earth. Now it is known that the su n 
bu rns by fu sing hy drogen atom s into 
heliu m. 
When the moon was centered on 
the su n, scientists for the first tim e 
saw solar prom inences, the great 
licking tongu es of gases loosed from 
ex plosiv e reactions on the su n. 
In his theory of relativ ity , Albert 
Einstein predicted the grav itational 
field of su ch a m assiv e body as the 
su n wou ld bend or deflect light 
ray s. Du ring eclipses, astronom ers 
confirmed 
this—light 
from 
stars 
v isible in the “ night” sky of the 
eclipse was deflected in abou t the 
degree predicted, com pared with 
light from the sam e stars when 
the su n was not in that portion of 
the heav ens. 
This last eclipse probably was pu t 
u nder m ore intensiv e scientific stu dy 
than any before, with some new tech­ 
niqu es employ ed and—as u su al—nu ­ 
m erou s scientific team s seeing their 
planning fru strated by rain or clou ds. 
Scientists 
are 
analy zing findings 
obtained with cam eras, rockets and 
radio beam s, spectrographs and oth­ 
er instru m ents. They hope for better 
u nderstanding of the stru ctu re of the 
corona, its relationships to activ ity 
of the su n, of m agnetic fields and 
storm s on the su n, of changes in the 
ionosphere, the u pper electrified lay ­ 
ers of the earth’s atm osphere. 
They m ay win clu es to the predic­ 
tion of solar flares — which pou r ou t 


great bu rsts of radiation that cou ld 
be dangerou s for space trav elers—or 
possibly insights into su btle triggering 
actions in solar activ ity u pon the 
earth’s w eather and climate.

Athletics 
It is the pu rpose of Amboy High 
.School to prov ide the hest all-arou nd 
athletic program the facilities will 
permit, to allow as many boy s as 
passible to satisfy their indiv idu al 
needs and desires, dev elop strong 
character, team and school loy alty , 
as well as good sportsmanship. 
A grou p of policy statements for 
athletes to follow hav e been estab­ 
lished as follow's: 
1—The ex clu sion of smoking and 
drinking, and the u se of dru gs. 
2—'The adherence to a policy of dress 
that makes an athlete a worthy 
representativ e of his school; 
3—Good sportsmanship toward an op­ 
ponent and cou rtesy to officials 
and spectators; 
4—Acceptable 
condu ct 
at 
games, 
school, and also ou t of school. Any 
infractions of civ il law are also 
considered infractions of athletic 
policies. 
The responsibility for the abov e is 
with the athletes and the coaching 
staff. Any infractions are handled by 
the athletic committee, compased of 
the principal, a facu lty representativ e 
ami an off-season coach. The com­ 
mittee stu dies all sides of a problem 
and decides what disciplinary action 
is to be taken. 
The school has a responsibility to 
the athletes and the parents. That 
responsibility inclu des fu rnishing fa­ 
cilities and equ ipment for the safe 
condu ct of an athletic ev ent and in­ 
su rance to cov er an athlete in case 
of inju ry . 
Amboy High School is a member in 
good standing of the Illinois High 
School Association, which regu lates 
all phases of high school athletics in 
Illinois for member schools, inclu ding 


the nu mber of contests play ed, the 
eligibility of athletes, and the regu la­ 
tion of contests by registered offi­ 
cials. The school is also a member 
of the Illowa Conference, which in­ 
clu des Newman, Morrison, Sav anna, 
Fu lton, Riv erdale, St. Mary ’s and 
DeWitt, Iowa. The activ ities of the 
conference are football, basketball 
and track. 


The ex pense to the school district 
du ring the 1962-63 y ear was $1,5 00. 
This figu re represents the cost of the 
program after the dedu ction of gate 
receipts. The largest single item in 
the athletic bu dget is transportation 
for the teams, since Amboy is in the 
ex treme eastern section of the con­ 
ference. 
Athletics are not frills, hu t on the 
contrary are edu cational ex periences 
impossible to du plicate in any other 
way . The spirit generated, along with 
learning to work with others toward 
a common goal, giv es a boy a chance 
to show his manhood while ex peri­ 
encing a win or defeat. 
The school requ ests su pport of the 
stu dents and parents toward making 
all phases of the school program 
dy namic and rewarding for the good 
of ev ery one rn the district. There is 
some activ ity for ev ery one, as a 
participant or a spectator. 
Phy sical Edu cation 
The goals of the phy sical edu cation 
department are: 
1—Organized ex ercise to dev elop boy s 
and girls phy sically and to keep 
them in phy sically sou nd condi­ 
tion; 
2—Participation in as many sports 
activ ities as the time allows; 
3—Academic l e a r n i n g concerning 
health and safety . 
This will inclu de learning the ru les 
and regu lations as well as the tech­ 


niqu es inv olv ed with v ariou s sports 
and activ ities. All are not performers. 
We do not know this, howev er, u ntil 
we 
ex perience 
v ariou s 
activ ities. 
There are v ery few boy s and girls 
who are not abov e av erage rn some 
sport. 
More and more lei sine time is 
coming ou r way du e to au tomation 
and labor sav ing dev ices. Wise u se of 
leisu re time is imperativ e for ev ery ­ 
one. The reason for performance in 
high school is to aid in the wiser 
choice and u se of time in the fu tu re. 
All stu dents are requ ired to take 
phy sical edu cation u nless ex cu sed by 
a phy sician. Athletes as well as non­ 
athletes mu st meet this requ irement.
